B y R o sco e Drummond 
More Americans are reading newspapers more thor­ 
oughly than ever before. 
There must be a reason. 
Despite the decline in the total number of newspa­ 
pers, total newspaper circulation in the United States 
today is at an all-time high. 
There must be a reason. 
The reason must have something to do with news­ 
papers^—and people. 
There is a special affinity between them, between 
newspapers and people. People must feel a great iden­ 
tity of interest with their newspapers. One of the 
reasons may well be that the printed word requires 
more of its readers than any other media. Readers get 
more out of newspapers because they put more of 
themselves—more of their own thinking—into their 
newspapers. 
I do not speak disparagingly of other news media; 
quite the opposite. I think that radio and television 
reporting is a tremendous boon to our democracy. 
Radio and television reporting greatly expands the 
surface of public knowledge. 
In my judgment most newspapers greatly expand 
the depth of public knowledge. 
The fullest, the most dramatic, the most conclusive 
evidence that newspapers are really crucial to the 
lives of most Americans—and, indeed, to their very 
way of life—is what happened in New York. Minnea­ 
polis and Cleveland when newspapers strikes left these 
cities newspaper-less for months. 
Something very meaningful, something taken for 
granted when it was present but greatly prized when, 
abruptly, it was absent, went out of the lives of mil­ 
lions of people in these communities when there were 
no newspapers. 
I believe the reason is that while the printed word 
can be supplemented by other media, it cannot be re­ 
placed as the most reliable, the most accessible, the 
most meaty and the most satisfying source of inform­ 
ation and insight in this very anx.ous world. 
During the long strikes the newspaper was grievous­ 
ly missed — and nothing was able to take its place. 
That is what I mean when I say there is a special 
affinity between newspapers — between the printed 
word — and people. 
Nothing could take their place and it is our duty to 
make newspapers continuously better so that nothing 
ean take their place.

Highway money to states which

Patience Is Better 
Every American by this time 
is well aware of the fact that 
the U. S. Supreme Court has 
ruled that the nation's schools 
should be desegregated with “all 
deliberate speed.” In some in­ 
stances. according to recently 
published opinions, this process 
has moved not at all while in 
others 
it 
is 
possibly 
being 
pushed with too much haste. 


In the ll southeastern states 
where the Negro population is 
the greatest and segregation Is 
most entrenched, 99.6 per cent 
of the colored children still at­ 
tend all - Negro schools, accord­ 
ing to a study sponsored by the 
Southern Regional Council. Pu­ 
pil placement laws and other 
measures have largely avoided 
the integration order thus far. 


On the other hand, six border 
states have mad# change overs 
from bi - racial to non-racial 
school systems with a measur­ 
able degree of success. T h i s 
grouping includes our own state 
of Missouri and our neighbors 
to the east. Tennessee and Ken­ 
tucky. In these states, 51.1 per 
cent of Negro students are In 
schools which also have white 
children. 


A federal judge in North Car­ 
olina has ordered a school board 
to give elementary and junior 
high school students “the abso­ 
lute right to attend the school of 
their choice.” But a federal 
judge in Georgia has held that 
toe school board of Savannah is more. 


justified in ciJttSSflylRg school 
children in “coherent groups’* 
according to “educational capa­ 
bilities” even though this may 
result in virtually a bi-racial 
system. 
These are views that will, ev­ 
entually be reconciled by ap­ 
pellate court. Meanwhile, with­ 
out federal court pressure, soma 
school systems in Ute north have 
been having their problems al 
pupil placement. In SU Ixhus, 
for example, unreasonable de­ 
mands by some racial organiza­ 
tions would m aterially harm 
toe cause of peaceful integration 
in our state’s largest city, in 
New York, a decision to permit 
pupil transfers cai grounds that 
the youth should not be exposed 
to “possible tension” borders on 
the absurd.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—Letting down 
their hair behind closed doors, 
members of the powerful Senate 
Foreign Bela non* Comm! 11 ce 
agreed the other day that the 
public is fed up with Foreign 
aid ami that American generos­ 
ity soon will be wrung dry. 
Bristle-browed Senator Wayne 
Morse. D-Ore , also tailed up 
on chairman William Fulbright, 
D-Ark., to confront the Prest 
dent with a confidential sum­ 
mary of the waste, Inefficiency, 
and maladministration that have 
been in th*' foreign aid program. 
Some of the sharpest criticism, 
significantly, came from past 
supporters cd foreign ald. They 
were disturbed over the outpour­ 
ing of American largess to re ­ 
gime* that have become undem­ 
ocratic and uncooperative. 
The Senators started out roo 
tinely to process the foreign aid 
bill, which is always bone be­ 
hind closed doors. 
“I suggest,” said Fulbright, 
“that we start where we left 
off.” 
“I have another suggestion, ’ 
Morse broke in. “You know, Mr. 
Chairman, how fond I am of 
you and how hard I try to co­ 
operate with you in carrying 
out the obligations you have as 
chairman of this committee. 
“ But I am greatly concerned, 
because I think yew are about 
to walk into a ma nacre. You 
may get toe foreign ald 
bill 
♦Im nigh this committee, but I 
think .in the Hoot of the Senate 
you are going to be routed, 
“I think the President ought 
to be told wha! the situation is. 
I suggest that you go down to 
the White House on on informal 
basis and tell the president the 
foreign aid biti is in trouole.” 
“Be specific,” said Fulbright. 
“What will I tell him” 
“ I am sorry to hear you a*K 
that question,” replied Morse, 
s hurt ton^ in his voile. “Yoj 
I a vt o’‘ been listening to all nv 
speeches on toe Senate floor. 


I will be glad to supply you with 
copies.” 
He reminded Fulbright not on­ 
ly of Senate speeches but confi­ 
dential reports from the Comp­ 
troller General, detailing toe 
waste and wrongs in the foreign 
aid program. 
W aste of Foreign Ald 
“The Comptroller General has 
been filing 
memos 
with this 
committee on a confidential bas­ 
is for the past two years,” said 
Morse. “ I .suggest tnat all the*e 
mom os. 
charging 
waste 
and 
maladministration, should 
b e 
brought together.” 
"That would be a good idea,” 
agreed Senator Stu Symington, 
D-Mo. 
“I wish I could be sure tnat 
the President knows a n o u t 
them,” said Morse. He suggest­ 
ed that Fulbright present tee 
compilation to President Ken­ 
nedy. 
”1 believe at the gras* roots 
across toe nation,” added Ute 
Senator from Oregon, “there JI 
a revolt on against foreign aid ” 
Fulbright agreed that toe for­ 
eign aid program had not un­ 
proved under the Democrats as 
he had hoped. But he suggested 
wearily that nothing much could 
be done about it, since the pro­ 
gram couldn’t be administered 
by Congress. 
“I disagree,” blurted Senator 
Frank Church, D-Ida. “We are 
a* much responsible as the ex­ 
ecutive branch.” 
He pointed out that the Hicx- 
enlooper 
amendment, 
barring 
aid to countries that seize Amer­ 
ican property without compensa­ 
tion, was opposed at first ay 
the State Department as legis­ 
lative Interference. But Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk had 
come back this year, Churco 
reminded the committee, to ad­ 
mit he had been wrong. 
Church suggested that other 
amendments could be written 
into the law to strengthen It. 
For example, he proposed aa 
amendment automatically ter­ 
minating American aid to any 
country guilty of agfltression. 
“This would serve advance 
notice on leaders like President 


Sukarno of Indonesia, who 
making military threats aga 
the new Malaysian Fedoratk 
said toe Senator from Idi 
“It might serve as a deterrei 
He also urged that unlit 
aid to Latin America .should 
drastically reduced. The pi 
lam in Latin America he si 
is “not that the military is 
weak, but that toe m ilitao 
too strong.” 
He insisted that the Un! 
State* hardly needed to boll 
Latin American armies. 
‘ AU v’e accomplish,” Ctau 
warned, “is to identify Rte U 
cd States with the hated n 
tary leaders and provide 
Communists with ammunii 
for their anti-American ort 
ganda.”
